The Caliphate. ; 
We in Hongkong, uninfluenced, 
by Islainie matters, and where 
there isacomparative handful of 
domiciled Moslems, can hardly be 
expected to fake more than 8 
passing interest in the question 
of the Caliphate: yet it isn matter 
of vast importance to other por- 
tions of the Empire, where there 
are millions of Mohammedans. 
In fact, Britain has been called 
the greatest Mohammedan power 
because more than half the 
Moslems inthe world are now 
British subjects or under our 
protection. India is particularly 
affected by. the religions aspects 
of Islamic ‘questions, so that 
events in Turkey have always 
bad a retlection in that part of 
the Empire. We look, theréfore, 
with considerable interest to the 
effect which the abolition of the 
Caliphate (as cabled yesterday) 
and the ‘drastic proceedings 
against the Caliph and his family, 
will have on devout Moslems 
everywhere, and in India most of 
all. The great, and admirable, 
ebaracteristic of the Moham- 
medans is their unity, founded 
on the conservative . brother- 
hood = of their faith, so 
that whatever races’ embrace 
Islam they are one in 
equality of outlook. This feqling 
of religious fervour was one of the 
chief sources of anxiety to the 
British Government during the 
hostilities with Turkey, and must 
always have formed a matter of 
deep concern were such hostilities 
However, we wonder 
now whether Turkish—that, is, 
Kemalist—influence is going to 
be as potent henceforth after the 
projected depositian of the Caliph 
by the nationalist People’s Party. 
The real influence of Turkey over 
foreigg Mohammedans lay in 
the Caliphate, which repre- 
sented the -tangible link of 
Islam..
